dress it for m e.” And he handed him a 
penciled slip with the name of Herr 
Fritz Piepenbrink or some such name, 
oil and colonial warehouseman, No. 000 
Friedrichs strasse, Berlin. 
Thank y ou, y oung man; tha t’ll do 
capitally , ” and pay ing for the paper, 
etc., with a small tip to the oily boy 
with the stereoty ped grin, he pocketed 
his letter, and we left the place to con 
tinue our walk. 
“ I dure say y ou ar«< wondering why I 
treat my correspondents tt * fcueh greasy , 
evil smelling missives? " And he showed 
me the cheesy finger marks of the boy 
on both Miles of the improvised envel­ 
ope.

ha v e led to wrong impressions rega rd­ 
ing the mea sure of m.y wickedness. 
1 did not refuse to be sworn in any ma n­ 
ner becoming the degree of civ iliza tion 
and refinement with which the present 
a ge is credited, but did refuse to kiss a 
musty old Bible, conta mina ted with the 
filth of a court-room: an abused copy of 
the Bible which on common sa nita ry 
grounds, ca lled for heroic a pplica tions 
of up to-date disinfecta nts. 
The Bible thrust in my fa ce had 
doubles« been kissed—sma cked unctu­ 
ously—by a million liars, “ dea d-bea ts,” 
and 
bla sphemers.

was a

copy, and as it did not representclea nli- 
neas it seemed 
rea sona ble to a ssume 
tha t its godliness had taken flight. 
Compulsory kissing of the Bible ha d 
its origin at a time when burning un­ 
believ ers a t the *taKe 
was a fa v orite 
pa stime of tyra nts. 
Burning people at 
the sta ke as a mea ns of giv ing em pha ­ 
sis to the serv ice of God, is a thing of 
the past; but the tyra nnica l dema nd is 
continued tha t you a cknowledge the 
Bible as being of inspired a uthorship, 
or be depriv ed of the right of testify­ 
ing, and bo lia ble to further punish- j 
merit for contempt of court. 
The Bible, as commonly used in the 
ceremony of a dministering oa ths, e x ­ 
poses both the Bible and tbu law to 
ridicule.

chamber while the speaker, J a mes Ab- 
ercromhy, solemnly reprov ed him for 
‘‘the false and scandalous imputa tion” 
he had caD upon ‘‘the honor and con­ 
duct of members of the bouse. 
It now 
only rema ins,” said the speaker in con­ 
clusion, ‘‘tha t in obedience to the com­ 
mands of this house 1 should reprimand 
you, as I now a ccordingly d o.” 
The reprimand, 
howev er, ma de no 
impression upon O ’Connell. 
” 1 hav e 
repented of nothing. I hav e retracted 
nothing,” said he in tin: course of a 
speech ho deliv ered when the speaker 
resumed his seat, and he concluded by 
mov ing for a committee before which 
to prov e his charges. 
He subsequently 
described the house of commons— in a 
speech deliv ered outside— as ‘‘six hun­ 
dred ruffians.” — Nineteenth Century.

W l a a dry, suspend them in a deep 
ja r a nd pour over them a strong solu­ 
tion of a lum in the proportion of two 
pounds of a lum 111 one qua rt of boiling 
water 
T h e grasses should not touch the bot­ 
tom of the jar, as they will crystallize 
fast to it. 
They should remain untouched in the 
a lum solution for 
12 hours in order to 
become firm. 
Dried grasses and tho fluffy, plumy 
va rieties left, plain (without a ny at- 
tempt to improve on nature) ma y be 
mixed with the crystallized grasses in 
tho bouquet making, 
or tho frosted, 
shirumoring crystal specimens may bo 
grouped by themselves.
